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/n  1970  Lehigh  was  an  entirely  different  world. 
Freshmen  were  required  to  wear  beanies  all  year 
long.  Jackets  and  ties  were  required  at  dinner. 
The  Mountaintop  Campus,  Fair-Mart,  Rauch  Business 
Center  and  the  Arts  Center  did  not  exist.  There  were 
very  few  women's  bathrooms  on  campus,  mainly  because 
there  weren't  any  women  undergraduates  at  Lehigh. 

In  1971,  Lehigh  was  still  a  very  different  world. 
Gone  were  the  beanies.  Gone  were  the  dress  require- 
ments at  the  dining  halls.  There  weren't  as  many  build- 
ings on  campus  as  there  are  now,  and  there  was  still  a 
lack  of  women's  bathrooms  on  campus. 

On  September  7,  1971,  169  women  enrolled  as 
Lehigh  undergraduates,  and  the  University  has  never 
been  the  same. 

Patricia  Chase,  '74,  was  a  member  of  this  first  class 
of  women.  She  recalled  that  she  didn't  like  being  reminded 
that  women  were  just  an  experiment  during  the  first  few 
years  of  co-education,  but  she  was  never  the  type  to  give 
in  to  the  victim  mentality.  She  felt  that  having  men  as 
classmates  and  friends  was  a  positive  experience. 

A  few  years  later,  after  she  had  graduated  from 
Lehigh  with  degrees  in  Fine  Arts  and  French  and  was 
working  for  Facilities  Planning  and  Renovation,  an  of- 
fice of  which  she  is  now  the  director,  she  was  introduced 
to  a  trustee  whose  only  comment  to  her  was,  "I  voted 
against  you."  She  replied  simply,  "You  lost." 

Twenty-five  years  later,  we  are  glad  women  broke 
down  the  barriers  of  gender  at  Lehigh  and  began  broad- 
ening and  diversifying  the  quality  of  education.  Few  un- 
dergraduates today  could  even  begin  to  fathom  the  idea 
of  Lehigh  without  women.  Our  lives  would  lack  diver- 
sity. Our  conversations  would  lack  perspective.  And  we 
would  all  still  be  wearing  jackets,  ties  and  beanies.

The  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  contains  18  departments 
that  offer  a  diversity  of  majors.  Students  can  take  advantage  of  a 
world  of  opportunities  to  enhance  the  learning  experience  across 
a  wide  range  of  disciplines  at  many  academic  levels.  Lehigh  has 
several  fine  laboratories  that  are  balanced  by  the  newly  built 
Zoellner  Arts  Center.  Immersion  in  these  studies  results  in  expe- 
riential learning,  such  as  the  Study  Abroad  Program.

The  philosophers 
Democritus  (Sixth  century 
B.C.)  and  Rene  Descartes 
(1596-1650)  have  both  taught 
that  the  way  to  knowledge  is 
by  separating  things  into  their 
component  parts.  This  theory 
was  revived  in  the  nineteenth 
century  by  the  entire  philo- 
sophical community  in  order 
to  discuss  the  interrelatedness 
of  all  of  the  sciences.  The 
departments  of  Physics, 
Chemistry,  Biology,  Earth  and 
Environmental  Sciences, 
Mathematics  and  Psychology 
are  related  by  this  Theory  of 
Reductionism. 

Earth  and  Environ- 
mental Sciences  observe  eco- 
systems and  the  impact  of  the 
ever-changing  atmosphere. 
Psychologists  study  minds  and 
brains,  their  development  and 
how  they  help  people  interact. 
Brain  experiments  involve 
exploring  various  fields  of 
biology.  An  organism's  compo- 
sition and  functioning  de- 
pends on  chemical  interac- 
tions, the  molecules  of  which 
follow  laws  defined  by  physics. 
Mathematics  uses  quantitative 
methods  to  analyze  these  areas 
of  study. 

The  Theory  of  Reduc- 
tionism specifically  addresses 
how  all  of  these  fields  are 
related  to  one  another  because 
they  indirectly  define  the 
basics  ot  life.  Information 
from  one  of  these  ciepartments 
invariably  depends  on  what 
the  other  departments  study. 

These  departments 
encourage  students  to  learn 
how  and  why  things  work  and 
to  investigate  application  of 
the  theories.  Laboratory 
experiments  and  field  work 
strengthen  and  broaden  stu- 
dents' education  through 
hands-on  experience.

Marder,  M.  Notis 
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Civil  engineers  are 
often  known  as  the  "bridge 
builders,"  who  spend  time 
working  with  the  crusher 
and  hydraulic  tank  in  Fritz 
Lab.  They  are  highly  in- 
volved with  structural  safety, 
contamination  and  soil  and 
water  movement. 

Mechanical  engineer- 
ing, one  of  the  broadest 
engineering  fields,  dciils  with 
systems  for  energy  conversion, 
mater iiil  transport  and  the 
control  of  motion  and  forces. 
Mechanical  systems  are  used 
by  the  health  care  and  trans- 
portation industries. 

Electrical  engineers 
spend  their  time  working 
with  computers  and  other 
electrical  machines  that  are 
among  the  new  inventions 
of  the  20th  century.  By 
looking  at  circuit  designs 
they  try  to  find  new  ways  to 
improve  communication. 

Chemical  engineering 
requires  students  to  spend 
many  days  in  the  facilities 
on  Mountaintop  campus. 
They  produce  physical  or 
chemical  changes  in  fluids 
for  industrial  purposes 
including  pollution  manage- 
ment, energy  resource  devel- 
opment and  the  national 
defense  programs. 

Materials  systems 
engineers  study  the  basic 
building  blocks  of  everything 
we  use  daily.  They  seek  to 
determine  the  strongest  and 
most  reliable  materials  by 
using  tests  based  on  conduc- 
tivity and  deformation. 

Finally,  the  industrial 
engineers  incorporate  busi- 
ness to  supervise  job  func- 
tions performed  by  indus- 
tries. They  look  for  the  most 
efficient  way  to  perform  a 
job  or  lay  out  machines, 
which  will  save  the  indus- 
tries tons  of  time  and 
money.
